William B. Hastings was appointed and sworn as the 
stenographer for the duration of the meeting. 


The hours of the meeting were voted to be from 9 o’clock 
A.M. to 12 o’clock M. and from 1.15 o’clock P. M. to such time 
as may be determined by the meeting. 


The Standing Rules of the town as printed in the 1933 
Town Report were adopted as the rules for the year 1934. 


At the request of Milford R. Lawrence, Moderator, the 
meeting was opened by a prayer from the Rev. Leslie F. 
Wallace. 


A quorum was declared present at 9.34 and the business 
of the meeting began. 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Stand- 
ing Votes of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town 
Reports of 1933 for the year 1934. 

Request of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the Town do accept the Standing Votes as 
printed to govern and control matters for the year 1934. 
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Art. 3. To choose all other necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing. 


See list of Committees appointed. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will elect a Town Director for 
the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in Chapter 128 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 


Voted, that the town elect Robert W. Leatherbee. 


Art. 5. To hear the reports of Committees and act there- 
on. 


Voted, that the reports as printed in the Annual Town 
Report be accepted. 


John P. Sylvia made a report on Spring Cove Wharf af- 
ter which it was voted to continue the committee and that 
they be authorized to petition the Land Court and deter- 
mine the rights of the town in the matter, or take any other 
action necessary. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1934. On petition of Board of Select- 
men. 


Voted, that the Town Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the finan- 
cial year beginning January 1, 1934, and to issue a note or 
notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew such 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one 
year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General 
Laws; any debt or debts incurred under this vote to be paid 
from the revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 
1934. Unanimous vote. 
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Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company to light the streets for the coming year or take any 
other action thereon. 

Voted, that they be so authorized and that a committee 
of three be appointed by the moderator, these three to work 
with the Selectmen in making a study of the Street Light- 
ing System, and make such changes and recommendations 
as will be for economy and better lighting. (See Committees 
appointed). 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits against the town which 
are pending or may arise against the town and to fix a defin- 
ite amount which may be used by the board for the purpose 
or take any other action thereon. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate $500. for this purpose. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate such sums of money as may be deemed necessary to de- 
fray the Town’s Expenses for the ensuing year or to do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


See Budget. 


Art. 10. To see what method the town will adopt respect- 
ing the collecting of taxes, and to fix the compensation for 
the services of the Collector, or act thereon. 


Voted, that the town establish October 15th as the date 
taxes shall be due, that interest at the rate of 6% per annum 
be charged from said date on unpaid taxes and that the com- 
pensation of the collector be $1800.00. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to fix the salaries of 
all elected town officials, or take any other action in the 
matter. 


Voted, that the salaries of all elected town officials be 
as follows:—Moderator $18.00 regular meetings and $9.00 at 
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Special meetings; Selectmen $585 each; Assessors $1125 each; 
Treasurer $900; Town Clerk $450; Highway Surveyor $2430; 
Water Commissioners $225 each. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $26.59 to pay deficit of 1933 State Taxes. 

Above two articles on petition of the Town Accountant. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $26.59 to pay this deficit. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to pay unpaid bills of the several de- 
partments presented too late to be paid from 1933 appropri- 
ations, viz:

Art. 14. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for the purpose of hardening the parking 
space at the rear of the Junior High School, the work to be 
done by the Highway Department. 

Voted, that the parking space at the rear of the Junior 
High School be hardened, the work to be done by the High- 
way Department and the necessary amount to be taken from 
the Highway Budget. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2600.00 for the purpose of making needed changes 
and alterations in the heating system at the Junior High 
School. 

Indefinitely postponed. 
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Art. 16. To see if the town will vote, with the approval 
of the School Committee, to transfer the jurisdiction and 
care of the grounds and buildings of all unused school prop- 
erties in the Town of Falmouth, namely, those located in 
Falmouth Village, North Falmouth, Waquoit, and Fresh Pond, 
from the School Committee to the Board of Selectmen; or 
take any other action in this matter. 

Above three articles on petition of School Committee. 

Voted, that the jurisdiction and care of the Falmouth 
Village School, Waquoit and North Falmouth Schools be 
transferred to the Board of Selectmen. A notation. to be 
made that the Selectmen grant the use of the North Fal- 
mouth building to such community groups as they consider 
worthy. 


Art. 17. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $13,000.00 to be spent approximately as follows: 
Sandwich Road $4,000.00; Extension of Walker St., $4,000.00; 
Falmouth Heights Road $5,000.00. On request of Highway 
Surveyor. 

Voted, that $4,000 be appropriated for the Sandwich 
Road, said sum to be taken from the Highway Budget. The 
amount of $9,000., covering $4,000 Extension of Walker St., 
and $5,000 Falmouth Heights Road, was added to the High- 
way appropriation under Article 9. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to procure an easement or take any other legal 
action to make it possible to build a hardened sidewalk from 
the Fire Station to Shore Street on the south side of East 
Main Street and raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 to 
cover any purchase or taking that may be required. On re- 
quest of the Highway Surveyor. 

Voted, that the Board of Selectmen be hereby authorized 
to procure by purchase or otherwise an easement, or title, 
if necessary, in and to a strip of land on the south side of 
Main Street from the Fire Station to Shore Street and for 
this purpose the sum of $25.00 be raised and appropriated. 

284 voted affirmative, 2 negative. 
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Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purpose of grading and hard- 
ening Ludlam Street from Lake Street to Prospect Street. 


On petition of A. J. SanSouci. 
Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to harden the sidewalk on East Main 
Street, being that portion of sidewalk on the south side left 
unfinished for the last two years. The cost of same to be 
taken from the Highway Budget. On petition of G. B. 


Panton. 
Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000.00 to resurface the Town Road be- 
ginning near the office of Arnold J. Gifford on his develop- 
ment, southerly on the Town way as far as the appropria- 
tion will go. On petition of William A. Gifford, Palmer Ave., 


Falmouth. 
Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000 for the purpose of building a hard 
sidewalk from Glendon Road to Sidney Lawrence’s corner. 
On request of the Highway Surveyor for the Woods Hole 
Community Association. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $1000. for the above pur- 
pose, said work to be done providing no serious injury is 
caused to the public or abuttors. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money estimated at $12,000.00 for the purpose of con- 
structing a bath house on the town bathing beach at Old 
Silver Beach, said work to be performed by contractors regu- 
larly established in business in Falmouth, with special pro- 
visions for the employment of local help; or take any other 


action in this matter. 
Voted, that the Town construct a bath house on the 


Town property at Old Silver Beach, at an estimated cost of 
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$12,000; funds for the purpose to be provided as follows;— 
the necessary amount for materials to be paid for under the 
public works appropriation under Article 39 of this warrant; 
that the balance be paid for from money received from the 
Federal Government under the National Industrial Recovery 
Act. 164 voted affirmative, 102 negative. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1250.00 for the purpose of constructing a sea wall 
opposite the Terrace Gables property at Falmouth Heights, 
said money to be expended in conjunction with an allotment 
of State funds estimated to be of an equal amount for said 
purpose. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $1250. to be expended in 
conjunction with an allotment of State funds, said work to 
be under the direction of the Park Commissioners. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $720.00 to be expended at Woods Hole Park for the 
purpose of fencing in the tennis courts. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate $400. for said purpose. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $300.00 to be expended for the purposes of pruning 
and feeding the trees located on Falmouth Village Green. 

Voted, that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$300. for pruning and feeding trees on Falmouth Village 
Green, said sum to be expended under supervision of the 
Tree Warden with the approval of the Park Commissioners. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote, with the approval 
of the Park Commissioners, to place the jurisdiction of the 
boardwalk, so called, at Falmouth Heights in the control of 
the Highway Surveyor and raise and appropriate a sum of 
money, estimated at $2000.00, for the purpose of making safe 
and rebuilding said boardwalk, a portion thereof to be of 
permanent construction, the work to be done by the High- 
way Surveyor; or do or act anything else in these matters. 
Above five articles on petition of the Park Commissioners. 
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Voted, that, subject to the approval of the Park Com- 
missioners, the jurisdiction and care of the board walk at 
Falmouth Heights be placed in the control of the Highway 
Surveyor and that $1000 be taken from the Highway Budget 
for the purpose of rebuilding a portion of said sidewalk of 
permanent construction. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote that a physician be 
employed by the Town of Falmouth, whose services shall 
be available for use by all of the different departments, or 
to take any other action in this matter and to make any ap- 
propriations that may be required therefor. On petition of 
the Board of Public Welfare. 

Voted, that a physician be employed by the Town of Fal- 
mouth for services of the Welfare Department, and the neces- 
sary funds be taken from the Welfare appropriation. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to accept contri- 
butions that have been or may be made for Public Welfare 
purposes and authorize that said contributions be added to 
Public Welfare appropriation and expended by the Board of 
Public Welfare. On petition of the Town Accountant. 

Voted, to accept what contributions have been or may 
be made for Public Welfare purposes, to add these to the 
Public Welfare appropriation and same be expended by the 
Board of Public Welfare. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Accountant to transfer the following appropriation

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Article. 31. To see if the town will vote to appoint an 
Aviation Committee of five and raise and appropriate the 
sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the use of this 
committee, for the establishment or continuance, mainte- 
nance and operation of a public airport. 

On petition of the aviation committee. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of $500. for use 
of an Aviation Committee of five, these to be appointed by 
the Moderator. (See Committees) 


Article. 32. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of ($170.00) one hundred and seventy 
dollars to reimburse J. B. Miskell and others of the aviation 
committee expended by them for labor at the town of Fal- 
mouth airport. 

On petition of the aviation committee. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $170.00 for above pur- 
pose. 191 affirmative, 47 negative. 


Article. 33. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Aviation committee in connection with the Board of Selectmen 
to continue to lease the present site at Hatchville for a land- 
ing field for a further term of five (5) years with renewal 
privileges, or take other necessary action in these matters. 

On petition of the Aviation Committee. 

Voted, to continue to lease the present site for the term 
of five (5) years. 


Article. 34. To see if the town will appoint a Committee 
with authority to procure such legislation as may be neces- 
sary so that the Town may be enabled to have a Police Board 
of three members to serve without compensation, and to have 
full authority in the appointment, dismissal or resignation 
of a Chief of Police, and to recommend the compensation of 
such official, and to make recommendations for the improve- 
ment in police enforcement, such Police Board to be chosen 
in the same method as the Finance Committee and make an 
appropriation for expenses; or do, or act anything else in 
these matters. 

Request Finance Committee. 
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Voted, by a unanimous vote no Committee was appoint- 
ed and no money raised for this purpose. 


Article. 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed Five Hundred (500) to be 
paid to the Cape Cod Hospital for the establishment and 
maintenance of a free bed in the Hospital for the care and 
treatment of persons certified by the Selectmen to be resi- 


dents of the Town and unable to pay for such care and treat- 
ment, in accordance with section 74, of Chapter 111 of the 


General Laws, or take any action in relation thereto, and 
act fully thereon. 
On request of Edward F. Maher, Treasurer. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate $300. for care and medi- 
cal treatment of residents of Falmouth certified by the Se- 
lectmen in accordance with provisions of section 74, Chap- 
ter 111 Gen. Laws. 


Article. 36. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2000 to protect the Shore Road from 
Mill Road westerly to the Railroad at Oyster Pond. 

On request of H. V. Lawrence, Chairman of the Protec- 
tion of the Water Front Committee. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $2000. for above purpose. 


Art. 37. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the construction and adoption of 
a sewerage system for the Village of Falmouth, or a certain 
portion of said Village of Falmouth, including a pumping 
station, filter beds, and the purchase or taking of any lands, 
rights, or easements that may be required, and authorize the 
Selectmen to petition the Federal Government for a grant 
of money under the National Industrial Recovery Act and ac- 
cept such grant, and to provide by borrowing or otherwise 
any sum of money that is required to be raised by the town 
for completing said project, or take any action relative there- 
to. On petition of the Falmouth Community Service Council. 

Indefinitely postponed.

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Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to repair, remodel and enlarge the 
present Town Hall Building substantially, in whole or in part, 
as planned for in 1927, and authorize the Selectmen to peti- 
tion the Federal Government for a grant of money under the 
National Industrial Recovery Act and accept such grant, and | 
to provide by borrowing or otherwise any sum of money that 
is to be raised by the town for completing said project, or 
take any other action relative thereto. On petition of the 
Falmouth Community Service Council. 


Voted, that the town do repair, remodel and enlarge the 
present Town Hall Building, and that funds for this purpose | 
be provided for as follows: $15,000 thereof be raised and ap-

After the town meeting the Selectmen organized as fol- 
lows:——

Welfare. 


We have had an increased amount of work this year in 
laying out streets and avenues called for. 


In regard to suits against the town, the suit of Priscilla 
Cummings was settled as it seemed the town was at fault and 
the suit could be settled for a reasonable amount. Also the 
tax title case of Addie C. Patterson was settled. At this time 
no suits against the town are pending. 


The Selectmen were given the same amount of money 
for electric lights as was given them for the year 1933 and 
we are paying for 356 40 C. P. lamps, sunset to 1 A. M., $1.40 
per month; 16, 40 C. P. lamps all night, $1.50 per month; 1, 
100 C. P. lamp, sunset to 1 A. M., $2.25 per month; 10, 250 C. 
P. lamps, sunset to 1 A. M., $4.75 per month; 13, 250 C. P. 
lamps all night, $5.41 per month; 143, 40 C. P. summer lights, 
$1.50 per month. Making a total of lights being paid for by 
the town, 539. Some dissatisfaction in regard to the lights 
has been expressed and we have tried to place the lights to 
the best of our judgment with the advice of the Light Com- 
mittee appointed by the town. 
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The Board has attended all meetings where the State 
and County representatives were present and are now ask- 
ing for an appropriation under Chapter 81 and 90 and also 
asking for an appropriation to improve harbors and rivers in 
the Town of Falmouth. In the past no appropriation has 
been allowed for travel for the Selectmen. In our opinion it 
is necessary for one or more of the Selectmen to appear in 
Barnstable or Boston or any other place where the interest 
of the Town of Falmouth is concerned. 


Under the direction of the Selectmen and the commit- 
tee of three from the Finance Board, the allotment of money 
from the Public Works Appropriation has been allocated, 
part to get Federal money under the F. FE. R. A. anda part for 
painting and improvements on the town hall. The hall need- 
ed painting both inside and outside and at this time is in 
very good repair. 


The Comfort Station established in the old Village schoo! 
during the summer was a great asset to the public. We hope 
to continue it for a longer period of time during 1935. 


It is the board’s intention to conduct the affairs of the 
town to the best of their judgment.

Report of Town Survey 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I beg to report on the work in connection with the Town 
Survey in 1934. ; 


When the Town Survey was turned over to the Select- 
men in 1933, deeds up to April 1, 1931 had been plotted as 
far as possible. There was a small appropriation in 1933 
which permitted us to plot the 1931-2 transfers and to do 
some field work. The latter included most of the Rand prop- 
erty in North Falmouth and some areas in Woods Hole 
and Waquoit. Some very considerable areas had not been 
plotted up to 1933 but it was impossible to investigate these 
at length in 1933. 


This year we have plotted over 300 transfers made up to 
April 1, 1934: which includes all deeds and probates used in 
the 1934 assessment. In many cases this involved merely 
change of ownership of a parcel and these were changed on 
the plans where possible; otherwise, the original name re- 
mains with a distinctive mark showing changed ownership. 
As it was found impracticable to change the names on the 
plans every year, these changes are taken care of by a card 
system indexed by sheet number of the map in question and 
arranged alphabetically by the name shown on the sheet. 
These cards will eventually give a chain of title dating from 
1931. 


When transfers come through it is frequently found that 
the boundaries as shown on the maps require changing be- 
cause accurate information was not available when they 
were first plotted. These transfers have also furnished new 
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information as to other lots in the vicinity and we have fol- 
lowed them up in field and office, making the necessary cor- 
rections. From time to time we receive information from 
property owners enabling corrections to be made. 


Inquiries made of the Selectmen regarding ownership 
and boundaries have been investigated by research and field 
work. 


The area, west of the railroad, between the Sippewissett 
Road and Chappaquoit Road, was found to require consider- 
able study. This has been in progress but is not completed 
and ought to be done as soon as possible, because its solu- 
tion depends on information that can only be obtained from 
the older inhabitants. The deeds are very vague and in the 
marsh, lots are described as so many “tons” (of salt hay). 


One of the largest areas which had not been plotted was 
that known as the “Hill Lots”, north of the Mill Road, com- 
prising about 1600 acres. The ownership of these was very 
hazy and there were not sufficient funds in the regular ap- 
propriation to undertake the job of straightening them out. 
Fortunately an E. R. A. allotment, secured in September, has 
made it possible to search the titles and survey and plot the 
lots. Considerable time has been spent in intensive research 
at the Registry of Deeds, scouring the country for bounds 
and land marks and interviewing old residents. Very satis- 
factory results have been obtained and we expect to have 
this entire area completed as to boundaries and present 
owners within a month. 


The E. R. A. party has also surveyed all the roads in Long 
Pond watershed and plotted them for use on the forest and 
road projects. 


Two men have been engaged in filing and indexing all 
plans, deeds and road layouts, descriptions of town landings 
and other public property. Plans now filed in five different 
offices are included in one index making it possible to locate 
them quickly. 


The first work to be done by the Town this year includes 
plotting and filing the 1934 deeds and probates and making 
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the necessary changes on the maps with incidental changes 
in other names and boundaries as disclosed by the new trans- 
fers. Other work should include the completion of the Sip- 
pewissett Marsh lands, investigation of unfinished areas be- 
tween East Falmouth and Hatchville and Waquoit, and as 
far as possible investigating and plotting some 200 deeds 
which it has not yet been possible to identify. A new set of 
prints must be made up each year to make available the 
changes and new information obtained. 


The surveying and drafting equipment used is the prop- 
erty of the engineers who have been engaged on this work. 
This does not include a planimeter which is urgently needed 
for determining areas. This would save much time, as areas 
can be found in a fraction of the time necessary to scale 
them. 


The regular work has been done entirely by four local 
engineers and draftsmen with occasional employment of lo- 
cal rodmen to assist. 


It has been our aim to have different parts of the work 
done by the one most familiar with and best adapted to it. 
For this reason the amounts done by each have not been 
exactly equal, although we have attempted to divide the work 
as evenly as possible consistent with getting the most done 
for the amount appropriated. 


The Town maps have proven indispensable in the matter 
of making assessments as well as a valuable source of refer- 
ence to property owners present and prospective, to lawyers 
in connection with conveyances and title work, and engin- 
eers, Surveyors and public utilities. Copies are available at 
cost and have been furnished to many people. Their useful- 
ness will increase with time as land becomes more valuable. 


The maps are essential to the records of a progressive 
community and it is earnestly recommended that the com- 
pleted portions be kept up to date and such additional work 
done as funds become available.

In addition to this report of the doings of the Police De- 
partment I feel that it will be of interest to your board and 
to the citizens of the Town of Falmouth to know what steps 
have been taken towards increasing the efficiency of the de- 
partment during the past year. 


During the early part of the year we were very fortunate 
in obtaining, without pay, the services of Attorneys John P. 
Sylvia and Noah M. Gediman and Dr. Oscar S. Simpson who 
gave weekly lectures on Police Procedure and First Aid for 
the members of the department. These lectures were well 
attended, insofar as the officers’ duties would permit, and at 
the end of the series of lectures each officer took a written 
examination and received favorable marks. 


During the past summer Mr. H. Bradlee Fenno offered 
his services as instructor in life saving to all members of the 
department who cared to take the course. Due to the fact 
that this came during our busy season, it was not possible 
for all the officers to take advantage of this opportunity. 
However, patrolmen Carleton B. Wright and Clayton W. Col- 
lins completed the course, and in September were examined 
by an official examiner of the American Red Cross, qualified, 
and received their awards. These officers, being especially 
qualified, are assigned to day duty so they will be immedi- 
ately available in case of a drowning accident. 


As an additional safety measure we have purchased 
emergency equipment consisting of a boat, life preservers, 
ropes, grappling irons and a submarine light mounted on a 
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trailer that can be hitched to either of the police cars, thus 
enabling us to proceed to the scene of the accident without 
delay. 


Other officers who were unable, due to the rush season, 
to complete the course gained considerable knowledge of life 
saving under the instruction of Mr. Fenno. 


Last November the American Red Cross gave a prelim- 
inary course in First Aid. This course has been completed 
and several of the officers have passed the examination. 


Every officer just now is receiving advanced training in 
the use of the revolver under the expert coaching of Mr. Gil- 
bert E. Boone, who is recognized by the New England Police 
Revolver League as one well qualified for this position which 
he is filling without pay. During the few weeks of training, 
three officers have qualified as marksmen and two as sharp- 
shooters under the N. E. P. R. L. rules and will receive, in due 
time, a bar to be worn above the badge, signifying his pro- 
ficiency in the use of his service gun. 


Several officers are also taking advantage of the evening 
school and are taking up the course in Criminal Law. 


I believe that you will agree with me that the various 
courses of instruction, as outlined above, have without a doubt 
increased the efficiency of the Police Department and we 
hope to continue along this line even more extensively in 
the future.

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The milk has been tested regularly as to State require- 
ments:—Total solids, 12 percent; Fat, 3.35 percent. Cream 
not less than 15 percent fat; also test for bacteria. There 
were 62 tests during the year. 


The results of the above tests are kept on record at the 
Health Office, Town Hall, for the benefit of anyone who wish- 
es to see them. 


The carcasses of Slaughtered Animals inspected during 
1934 were as follows: Calves 5, Cattle 15; Hogs 110; Sheep 1. 


Thirty-four dogs which bit persons during 1934 were ex- 
amined and inspected for symptoms of rabies. 


Inasmuch as the state test of cattle for 1933 took place 
in January 1934 it will be noted below as test No. 1. The 
1934 test which took place in December 1934 is noted as No. 2. 


Test No. 1: 597 cattle, 126 herds, 12 reactors. 
Test No. 2: 579 cattle, 183 herds, 12 reactors. 


During 1934 while obtaining some figures concerning the 
production of milk it was found that approximately 1,606,858 
quarts of milk were produced in the Town of Falmouth be- 
tween September ist, 1933 and September 1st, 1934. 


One of the regulations of the Board of Health is, that no 
milk shall be sold except from cows that have been tuber- 
culin tested or the milk pasteurized. This gives Falmouth the 
honor of being the largest town in the state having such an 
ordinance. Every cow in Falmouth is annually tuberculin 
tested. 


Another regulation which must be kept in mind is as 
follows: “No person, firm or corporation, or their employees, 
shall serve or sell milk in the Town of Falmouth, that is to 
be consumed on the premises, where sold, from any hotel, 
restaurant, store lunch room, or fountain, roadside booth or 
stand, tea-room, or any boarding house where practice is 
made of serving meals to transients, except in the original 
stoppered bottle, as received from a milk plant or dairy.” 
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The following is a report on the re-examination of the 
children in the schools of Falmouth who are being followed 
up annually under the State’s Ten Year Program Chadwick 
Clinic :—

As the result of our Immunization Clinic there was only 
one case of Diphtheria reported in 1933 and none in 1934. 
Inasmuch as the results have been more than satisfactory 
we intend to continue these annual Clinics.

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Report of the Planning Board 


Falmouth, Mass., 


January 2, 1935. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In a year when a rising tax rate and increased welfare 
and unemployment relief expenditures combine to delay or 
prevent major Town improvements the function of the Plan- 
ning Board is primarily three-fold: it should assist in every 
possible way in all projects for the stimulation of employ- 
ment, with plans and specifications if required, and in seeing 
that whatever is done as a work-relief project is not in con- 
flict with the ultimate best development of the Town; it 
should continue to keep the townspeople informed as to 
logical and wise improvements of long-range interest and 
importance; and it should keep in constant touch with state 
and county projects which have a direct bearing on the in- 
terests of the Town in any way, now or in the future. 


These functions the Falmouth Planning Board has en- 
deavored to perform properly throughout the year at every 
opportunity. 


In many work-relief projects the E. R. A. officials have 
required plans and estimates before approval could be given, 
and in many such cases the Planning Board has had pre- 
pared and furnished those required plans, with the cost 
borne by the Planning Board appropriation. Such work as 
this is a very proper function of the Board, which stands 
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ready at all times to assist any officials or departments of 
the Town in this way. 


As to long-range projects of Town improvements of what 

may be called major importance, none has been carried out | 
during 1934 because of economic conditions, with the excep- 
tion of the new parking space at the rear of the old Village 
Grammar School, which is a worthwhile and useful accom- 
plishment. | 


The Planning Board must continue to remind the Towns- 
people of certain ultimate major needs of the Town, some of 
which have been pointed out annually since first recom- 
mended by this Board in 1929 and 1930. 


Chief among these are two projects important to the 
ultimate growth of the business section of Falmouth village 
‘ and to the relief of congestion and better handling of traffic. 
The Planning Board, supported by recognized authorities on 
town planning, emphasizes the desirability of a suitable and 
practical cut-off road to the north of Falmouth village to 
take out of the single business street in the center a large 
amount of traffic which has no need or intention of stopping 
in the village, but wishes to get to and from the eastern sec- 
tion of the town as conveniently as possible. Such a cut-off 
road has been tentatively planned by this Board. It is near 
enough to the village center so that any who wish to come 
there may do so easily and quickly; the lay-out is practical, 
relatively inexpensive to carry out, and will open up large 
sections of attractive property to the north of Main Street 
between Gifford Street and the Falmouth Heights corner. 
It would be an exceptionally useful and valuable improve- 
ment to carry out just at this time as a work-relief project 
with the aid of E. R. A. funds. 


Secondly, there must eventually come a new road parallel 
to Main Street on the south. Such a road will guide the fu- 
ture development of business in a more compact area rather 
than in a “shoe-string” fashion along Main Street alone; 
with its occasional connecting streets through to Main Street 
traffic circulation will be facilitated and additional parking 
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room made available in close proximity to the stores. This 
project could well be taken up now with the reasonable ex- 
pectation of E. R. A. aid as a work-relief matter. Further, 
the longer it is delayed, the greater the cost to the Town. 


Other new projects considered by the Planning Board 
include the desirability of the Town’s acquiring at an early 
date a suitable athletic field for its central school system; 
a development of the extensive Town-owned property at the 
rear of the old Village Grammar School, running through to 
Sider’s Pond, into a Community Park and Playground, with 
the possibility of a Community Building near the pond; for 
such a building there is already a growing desire; the 
further development of both F. A. Nye Park in North Fal- 
mouth and Community Park in Woods Hole, with the pos- 
sibility of good baseball grounds in each park, and other suit- 
able attractions; the improvement of various shore roads in 
the Town to be more useful and attractive for year-round 
and summer residents alike; the ever present possibility of 
enlarging the Town Hall structure along improved architec- 
tural lines to give much needed additional space for offices 
and hearing rooms,—a project approved by the voters at the 
1934 annual Town Meeting, but which fell by the wayside 
due to non-availability of anticipated Federal funds. 


Considerable comment and a variety of suggestions are 
in the wind for the use and improvement of the old Village 
Grammar School. There are excellent possibilities that the 
Federal Government will eventually, and perhaps very soon, 
build a new Post Office building in Falmouth Village, and the 
site of the old Grammar School is very nearly ideal for that 
purpose. 


In this connection the Planning Board desires to say 
that under present conditions new crops of ideas, good, bad 
and indifferent, mature almost daily for this, that or the 
other projects as “something we could do”, “a social neces- 
sity”, or “a fine work-relief opportunity”. Such interest, in- 
dividual or community, is commendable and to be encour- 
aged, but a word of caution is timely. This Town, or any 
other, should not jump at hasty suggestions which may pro- 
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vide temporary work-relief but will not be of permanent 
value or properly related to a well considered development of 
the Town. In this connection we urge all the Townspeople 
to bring any and all suggestions to the Planning Board, to 
learn of other projects, if any, that are being considered or 
may conflict, and let the Planning Board serve as a clearing 
house for all such proposals. That is a prime function of 
the Planning Board which it is eager and anxious to fulfill, 
for only by some such cooperative exchange of ideas can the 
best improvement of the Town develop, and maximum re- 
turn received from expenditures of the tax-payers’ money. 
Each individual project, large or small, should be in harmony 
and consistent with a sane and long-range program, which 
it is the duty of the Planning Board to sponsor and promote 
at all times. 

As to zoning, a further change in the State law again 
requires that public hearings be held previous to any action 
on proposed changes in the zoning maps or by-laws. The 
Planning Board will extend fullest consideration to any peti- 
tioners and to individual conditions. Its recommendations 
in every case will be based upon what it believes to be the 
greatest good for the greatest number, which means the 
Town’s best interests. 

The Planning Board acknowledges gratefully the increas- 
ing cooperation extended by officials, departments and in- 
dividual citizens, and renews its pledge of impartial helpful 
service at every opportunity.

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Report of Town Forest Committee 


Falmouth, Mass., 
January 2, 1935. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Falmouth, Mass. 


The report of the Town Forest Committee for the year 
1934 is herewith submitted. 


Through the effective and generous cooperation of the 
Federal, State and Local Emergency Relief Administrations, 
the Town Watershed Committee, and the Town Unemploy- 
ment Relief authorities, your Forest Committee is able to re- 
port much accomplishment of real value. 


Out of approximately 400 acres of Town property around 
Long Pond, the Town’s water supply, a total of about 250 
acres has now been cleared of dead wood, most of the area 
brushed over, a large part of it already planted to forest tree 
seedlings, and the rest we hope will be ready for such re- 
forestation planting in the spring. Approval is assured by 
the State ERA officials of a continuation of this clearing 
through the winter months, and by spring at least 100 acres 
more should be in readiness for reforesting. 


The various woodroads through the property have been 
or are about to be made passable and safe for forest fire ap- 
paratus and spraying equipment, permitting access for trucks 
to remove firewood that is available. Much more wood will 
be obtained from the further clearing. 


The remarkably attractive natural beauty of the prop- 
erty has been revealed by the clearing, and while the present 
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woodroads do not encourage pleasure car driving they will 
be safe for careful drivers, and the whole territory is parti- 
cularly attractive for horseback riders and those who enjoy 
walking. 


Approximately 40,000 forest tree seedlings, mostly pines, 
were planted last spring, and although the extreme drought 
of the summer prevented much top-growth practically all 
these new seedlings are in good condition. What their size 
and appearance will be in six or eight years’ time is now 
clearly shown by the height and beauty of the first trees 
originally planted on the property in 1925 and 1926. 


The work accomplished during the past year has 
brought these advantages to the Town:— 


1. Removal of serious fire menace of dead wood and 
brush. 


2. Preparation of large areas for the reforesting needed 
to protect the Town’s watershed. 


3. Actual reforestation planting of large sections. 


4. Availability of 150 cords and more of firewood for 
distribution by the Welfare Department. 


5. Improvement of the natural beauty of the property. 
6. Safe roads for forest fire apparatus, spraying equip- 


ment, and carefully driven small pleasure cars, for 
equestrians and for those who enjoy walking. 


Furthermore, and important, this constructive work with 
advantages enumerated above, has furnished during the past 
year alone, well over 20,000 man-hours of useful, productive 
labor for scores of men. Of all the funds expended on the 
Town Forest work it is safe to say that 95% has gone di- 
rectly to those who labored there. This provided maximum 
return to the workers and at the same time produced not 
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only healthy work but substantial permanent worth-while 
results in the improvement of Town property. 


This committee recommends and asks for further rea- 
sonable appropriations to continue the reforestation plant- 
ings and invites the citizens of the town to visit the property 
and see for themselves the work that has been done, the 
growth of the town forest plantings, and the unusual beauty 
of the property, emphasizing that the whole area is the 
Watershed of the Town’s only water supply, and should 
therefore be treated at all times with due regard for the 
cleanliness and protection such an area must have.

Town Forest Committee. 
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Report of Building Commissioner 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


A report of the Building Commissioner’s activities is here- 
with submitted for the year of 1934. 


Building construction in Falmouth during the past year 
has, as we are all aware, reached the lowest since the De- 
partment was started in 1926. There were no large construc- 
tions of a public nature this year, with the exception of the 
Bathing Casino at Old Silver Beach, therefore, the total of 
$153,857.00 is practically all private work. 


There were twenty new dwellings constructed during 
this year, as against twenty-eight last year, and forty-two 
the previous year. There was a total of 119 permits, includ- 
ing alterations issued during the year, as against 147 during 
1933. The figures as itemized below, show in detail the fall- 
ing off of building construction. 


There has been one subject of controversy, action on 
which is now pending in this department. I desire to state 
herein such facts as are on record concerning the case of 
Cahoon’s Ice Plant, so called. 


On September 28th, 1928, Samuel T. Cahoon made an 
application for a permit to build and maintain an ice house 
on the shore of Miles Pond in Sippewissett. A hearing was 
held on October 13th, 1928 after notices had been published 
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in two issues of the Falmouth Enterprise, and a permit was 
granted on November 6th, 1928. A plot plan accompanied 
the application showing the building to be 46 ft. deep and 
64 ft. wide. 


On May 26th, 1933 an application was made for an ad- 
dition of 14 ft. by 30 ft. I granted that permit for an addi- 
tion, as the physical evidence will show, for the purpose of 
covering a loading platform in the rear of the building, and 
at that time it was discovered that machinery was in the 
process of installation, and in fact in operation on that date. 


I did not occupy the office of Building Commissioner 
from March Ist, 1933 to May 17th, 1933, and of what took 
place during that period I have no direct knowledge, how- 
ever, approval for the addition which though contrary to 
the notes on the application above referred to, was for the 
covering of a loading platform. This was issued on July 26th, 
1933. Previous to that date in May, I had notified the Se- 
lectmen that an installation of machinery was in progress. 
A complaint regarding the same had been received, also, by 
the Selectmen. Under date of July 21st, 1933 I received an 
order from the Selectmen instructing me to proceed against 
Samuel T. Cahoon for the purpose of preventing any illegal 
and unauthorized use of the ice house building. 


I proceeded forthwith to bring the issue up upon the 
same day with Mr. Cahoon. 


Following on July 24th, 1933, I received an order from 
the Board of Selectmen which contained the following words: 
“After careful consideration the Selectmen believe that 
further prosecution of this case should cease, as the first 
cause of the suit has been eliminated. You will therefore, 
allow the case to be held in your hands for the present with- 
out further action.” In view of these instructions, I notified 
the Town Counsel that no further action was to ensue. 


Officially nothing further was done until December 11th, 
1934, when I received notice from the Board of Selectmen, 
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and again was ordered to proceed against Samuel T. Cahoon, 
and prevent any further improper or illegal use of the build- 
ing and premises, and to bring proceedings in Court as may 
be deemed advisable for such purpose. 


I proceeded forthwith to notify the Town Counsel to 
take the necessary steps to carry out this order, and at the 
time of making this report this matter is in the hands of the 
Town Counsel, and I await further instructions from him 
regarding such legal action as will be deemed necessary. 


The following is a table showing the number of permits, 
and the reported cost of construction during each month, 
as well as the comparative figures for the last eight years in 
which this Department has been operating.

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Spring Cove Wharf Report 


January 8, 1935. 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sirs: 


I herewith submit my report on the matter of the Spring 
Cove Wharf property in that section of West Falmouth Har- 
bor formerly called Spring Cove. 


On October 31, 1846 the Selectmen of Falmouth laid out 
a road and landing at Spring Cove, West Falmouth Harbor; 
the road extending west from the County Road and the land- 
ing being on the shore of West Falmouth Harbor. This lay- 
out contains this peculiar provision, “Reserving to Silas J. 
Eldred the liberty to use one-third of said landing on the 
South end for the purpose of building a wharf and store.” 
The road and landing were accepted by the Town on Novem- 
ber 9, 1846. 


On February 27, 1847 the Selectmen of the Town made 
an alteration in the bounds of the landing at Spring Cove, 
describing the landing by courses and distances with sub- 
stantially the same provision, namely, ‘Reserving to said 
Eldred as before the liberty to use one-third of said landing 
on the South end for the purpose of building a wharf and 
store”. This alteration of the landing place was accepted by 
the Town on March 8, 1847. 


By Legislative Act approved April 21, 1848 (Acts of 1848, 
Chapter 149), Silas J. Eldred and his associates were auth- 
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orized to build and maintain a wharf from land owned by 
them at West Falmouth Harbor and to extend said wharf 
15 feet into said Harbor with the right to lay vessels at said 
wharf and receive wharfage and dockage therefor, provided 
that the legal rights of no person whatsoever should be im- 
paired by that Act. 


By a deed dated April 28, 1849, not recorded until Sep- 
tember 23, 1885, Silas J. Eldred for payment of $50.00 by 
“West Falmouth Wharf Company” conveyed by Quitclaim 
Deed “unto said West Falmouth Wharf, their heirs and as- 
signs” all his rights, title and interest in and to the Wharf 
Lot at the Southwest end of Spring Cove: landing in West 
Falmouth “as laid out by the Selectmen of Falmouth and 
reserved to me.” 


In 1885 Ezekiel Frank Bemis and others, being the own- 
ers of all the 20 shares of the West Falmouth Wharf Com- 
pany agreed to increase the shares by issuing 20 additional 
shares at the subscription price of $10.00 per share and pro- 
ceedings were instituted to incorporate the owners of these 
40 shares under Chapter 111 of the Public Statutes of Massa- 
chusetts which is a statute allowing common proprietors to 
incorporate as a Proprietary Corporation. A set of by-laws 
were adopted and these proprietors took the corporate name 
of Spring Cove Wharf Company. The number of shares at 
the present time appears to be the same, that is 40, and 22 of 
these shares are held by C. Edna Huebener, 1 share by Louise 
B. Huebener, and the other 17 shares among various smaller 
holders. Thus the Misses Huebener have control of the Spring 
Cove Wharf Company. 


This Proprietors’ Corporation, that is Spring Cove Wharf 
Company, has held its meetings with more or less regularity 
up to the present time and has elected officers from among 
its own members and has apparently exercised some degree 
of control over the wharf known as the Spring Cove Wharf 
and being a part of the original landing place laid out by 
the Town of Falmouth, of which Silas J. Eldred was given 


81 


the privilege of using. In addition it appears that they have 
been assessed and apparently paid taxes to the Town on this 
wharf. 


In the last two or three years the wharf has been fenced 
in and locked up and use of it has been forbidden to the pub- 
lic. This naturally brought forth the question as to whether 
under the circumstances the Spring Cove Wharf Company, 
or anyone, had the right to exclude the public of the Town 
of Falmouth from this portion of the original landing place 
which had been reserved apparently in the nature of a privi- 
lege to Silas J. Eldred, also whether the Town was entitled 
to now use its own property which the successors of Silas J. 
Eldred had closed and prevented its use. 


There is additional land beyond that occupied by the 
wharf itself which is part of the landing place at Spring Cove 
as originally laid out in 1846 and 1847. In compliance with 
the vote of the Town and in order to bring the matter to a 
decision and determination a Land Court Plan was prepared 
making claim on behalf of the Town to the entire 
Spring Cove Wharf property as originally laid out and based 
on this plan proceedings are being instituted in the Land 
Court and the whole matter will be eventually determined 
by that Court. As this will undoubtedly be a contested case 
it would seem that a special appropriation should be made 
to cover the necessary expenses and witnesses, transporta- 


tion and legal services. I suggest about $250.00 as an appro- 
priate amount.

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Report of Highway Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


On account of the severe frost last winter many of the 
roads were broken beyond repair and so had to be rebuilt. 
Others have been sealed and honed. This work has been 
carried out as far as the funds of the department would al- 
low, but there are several pieces of road that have had only 
emergency or temporary work done. These places will have 
to be taken care of next year. $14,000.00 has been spent for 
repairs of frost damage. 


Roads have been re-built with “hot mix” as follows: Fal- 
mouth Heights Road, Walker St., Palmer Ave., between State 
Highway and the Village Green, Oakwood Ave., Marion Road, 
Homer Ave., Ward St., Center St., the road from Church St. 
to the State Road, in Waquoit and Depot St. in Woods Hole. 


King Street has been widened and resurfaced 1000 feet 
from Queen Street south. East Street and Water Street have 
been hardened out to the curb. 


Roads have been built with Mixed in Place as follows: 
Box Berry Hill Road, one mile; Old Barnstable Road, two 
miles; Quissett Harbor Road, 1000 feet; Old Meeting House 
Road, 2000 feet; Chester Street or (Corkscrew Avenue), one 
mile; Nye’s Lane, 3000 feet; and Sandwich Road, two miles. 
(Sandwich Road was a Chapter 90 job, $4,000.00 town, $4,000.00 
County and $8,000.00 State). This road will be finished next 
year under Chapter 90 work to the Mashpee line. 
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Nine miles of road have been sealed and honed, namely; 
Menauhant Road, Bristol Corner to Green Pond Bridge; 
North Falmouth and Hatchville Road its entire length; John 
Parker Road from State Road in East Falmouth to Sandwich 
Road; Oyster Pond Road from the railroad crossing to the 
State Road near S. W. Lawrence’s, and Davisville Road from 
the State Road 4000 feet south. 


Sidewalks: Hewins Street and along the North side of 
Main Street to Dyer’s coal office; West side of the State High- 
way through Teaticket; South side of County Road from 
Chester Street to Nye Street, and from Glendon Road to Sid- 
ney W. Lawrence’s. 


The ten-ton roller should be retubed and the Gallion 
grader requires some repairs. The Weir or small grader is 
beyond repair and a new one should be purchased. The trucks 
and asphalt plant are in fairly good repair and will go 
through another year with minor running repairs.

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Report re Moth Superintendent

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit, for your approval, my annual report 
as Moth Superintendent for the year ending December 31, 
1934. 


During the winter months of 1933 and 1934, under an 
appropriation supplied by C. W. A., we did the creosoting of 
Gypsy Moth egg clusters, throughout the different sections 
of the town. Many of the infested areas were attended to, 
but our work was not completed when the funds were ex- 
hausted. 


The areas that were covered, however, showed very sat- 
isfactory results, during the summer, as very little heavy 
stripping was done on the shade trees and wooded area, prov- 
ing that creosoting, if properly done, will reduce the num- 
bers of gypsy moth to a great extent. 


The Brown-tail moths were more numerous than usual, 
but were thoroughly taken care of in every section of the 
town, by cutting and burning. 


The spraying of the shade trees along our highways and 
roads was attended to in due season. Here again we could 
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have done much more needed work had our appropriation 
allowed us. 


I am recommending one new spraying machine again 
this year, as this department finds that it is impossible to 
cover all the spraying work that is required in such a short 
season with the equipment we have. Also, I am asking for 
a new tank on one of the sprayers that has been in use for 
approximately thirty years, and is liable to fall to pieces at 
any time. Should this happen during the height of the spray- 
ing season our work would be crippled badly. 


I recommend the appropriation of $7,700.00 to carry out 
the work of this department for 1935.

Dear Sir: 


I wish to submit a report of my work in charge of the 
Fire Alarm System, and also other activities for which I am 
responsible: 

During the past year I installed tappers in several of the 
permanent firemen’s homes, which in some instances neces- 
sitated considerable construction, but otherwise than this, 
there has been no construction of any great extent. 

We have had the usual amount of repairs, replacements, 
and maintenance as other years. 

I have done electrical work in the schools and Town Hall, 
including the installation of plugs, clocks, etc., and also the 
complete renewing of the Police Office. 

There have been two “burn-outs” caused by the Cape 
& Vineyard Electric Company lines coming down on our 
lines, resulting in the loss of one tapper. 

The traffic lights at Quissett “Four Corners” have func- 
tioned very well, giving no other trouble than bulb replace- 
ment. 

I have had all the tubes for the “Loud Speakers” tested. 
I have also purchased new cable for the microphones and 
loud speakers. They should operate satisfactorily at Town 
Meeting. 

The first of this month, I was appointed temporary Wire 
Inspector to take the place of Wire Inspector Henry Taylor 
during his illness.

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REMARKS 


During the past year the Fire Department has been able 
through the use of Federal Funds to make improvements on 
the Woods Hole and East Falmouth Fire Stations, in the 
manner of general repairs and the installation of suitable 
recreation room. This work was done by Engineer A. F. 
Bourne who had full charge and control. 


A preliminary and advanced course of instruction for 
firemen has been completed, which was under the supervi- 
sion of the Department of Education of the State, and this 
instruction has proved of considerable value in the opera- 
tions of the Department now and in the future. All the 
Permanent Men of the Department completed the course and 
there were eighteen members of the Call Force who also 
completed. 


During the spring of 1934 the Department had a large 
number of calls to pump out cellars, due to their flooding by 
high-water. The Board of Engineers wisely purchased a large 
syphon for this purpose, and relieved the necessity of using 
the large expensive fire pumps which are not adapted for 
this purpose. 


The Call Men at Headquarters who had heretofore been 
operating without any definite company formation, were or- 
ganized early this year into a regular Call Company with 
John Barry as Captain. Up until this time the Call Men had 
been operating under the supervision of the Permanent 
Officers. 


In addition to the duty of extinguishing fires we wish to 
report that the members of the Department have partici- 
pated in looking for lost children, assisting in drowning acci- 
dents, volunteered in three cases for blood transfusions, and 
participated in a complete inspection of oil burners through- 
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out the Town. All Permanent Men of the Department par- 
ticipate in a drill once a week, and complete attendance is 
required. 


The Town having adopted a By-Law authorizing the fire- 
men twenty-four hours off duty in each seventy-two con- 
secutive hours, normally called “the one day in three”, the 
Board of Engineers made it a requirement that all Perman- 
ent Men off duty shall respond to every box alarm, and re- 
port in by telephone on every still alarm. A new schedule 
was arranged so that better protection is afforded under 
practically all conditions than was the case previously. 


It is recommended that the Town purchase an 800 gallon 
water tank truck, the use of which will greatly increase the 
efficiency of the Department at fires outside of the water 
service area, and tend to reduce the cost to the Town for ex- 
tinguishing such fires. 


The worst fire of the year for this Department occurred 
on February 9th at the Brae Burn Farm. Considerable prop- 
erty was threatened but due to a recent installation of a 
water-hole, located near the farm buildings, the Department 
was able to confine the fire to the building of origin, and 
keep down the loss to $8,000. which consisted of a seven car 
garage. Other fires were those of Andrew Davis on East 
Main St.; Ella Ignos, Old Barnstable Road, July 4th; Manuel 
Barrows at Waquoit on July 11th; George Robertson and W. 
C. Littlefield on August 25th at Silver Beach; Frank Rose on 
Menauhant Road, September 15th; W. A. Tobey, Menauhant 
Road, November 25th; W. A. Tobey, Menauhant Road, Decem- 
ber 20th, and Kenneth Sheldon, Palmer Avenue, December 
25th. At all of these fires serious losses occurred. 


The Regulations of the Department of Public Safety are 
becoming more strict concerning the storage of oil, the in- 
stallation of oil burners, and the storage and handling of 
dynamite. These Regulations require frequent periodic in- 
spections ,in order that hazardous conditions may be abated. 
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We wish to report that the number of needless fires in 
the town is on the increase, and in conjunction with this, 
there is a malicious practice arising of reporting fires and 
needless alarms of fires. Both of these practices are exceed- 
ingly dangerous, and if any culprit is apprehended he or she 
will be dealt with severely in accordance with the provisions 
of the General Laws. 


In closing our report we wish to extend our appreciation 
and compliment the members of the Fire Department, both 
Call Men and Permanent Men for the excellent efficiency in 
their work, and the fine spirit of loyalty to the Department 
that has been shown. 


We are including herein a copy of the financial expendi- 
tures of the past year of the Department, and an explana- 
tion of the requests for the coming year.

Report of the Water Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Water Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1934. 


At the annual town meeting in February, Mr. E. E. C. 
Swift was re-elected for his 7th consecutive term of three 
years. The board reorganized as follows: Mr. E. E. C. Swift, 
Chairman; Mr. C. E .L. Gifford, Secretary; Mr. A. F. Lawrence. 
The office and operating staff has continued the same as last 
year with J. C. Moore, Superintendent; G. A. Griffin, Regis- 
trar and Consulting Engineer (when required); E. B. Hamlin, 
Collector; and the clerical and bookkeeping work being per- 
formed by Mrs. Warren Hewins and Mr. Hamlin. 


Review of the Year’s Work: 


We are pleased to report that the water plant has satis- 
factorily fulfilled all requirements during the past year; 
both for domestic purposes and fire extinguishment. The 
plant was subjected to the most severe test in its history 
due to the unusually heavy demand for irrigation resulting 
from the very dry weather in July. There was pumped in one 
day 3,118,000 gallons which is 21% in excess of any previous 
record. 2,320,000 gallons of this amount were pumped by 
the Worthington Steam unit and 798,000 gallons by the emer- 
gency gas centrifugal. When the Worthington pump was in- 
stalled in 1926, it’s capacity of 2144 million gallons per day 
was thought to be enough to supply the greatest demand for 
many years. Of course, since that time, the mains have been 
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extended somewhat, but the greatest increase is without ques- 
tion due to the larger use of water for lawns and gardens. 
Unfortunately with unlimited service, the faster we pump, 
the faster is the use with open nozzles. 


One of the most striking features of the year’s work was 
the unusually large number of frozen water services during 
the early part of the year. We are glad to report that there 
were no mains frozen, but a large number of service pipes 
leading into houses, froze and had to be thawed out by use 
of electricity. Out of some 54 frozen services, only one or 
two were pipes laid by the water department, and these were 
all in cases where the grade of the road had been changed, 
thus reducing the depth of covering on the pipe. Although 
the frozen services were really outside of our jurisdiction, we 
felt a certain responsibility to the taker and organized a spe- 
cial crew for taking care of this work. The total cost of 
thawing pipes, which was done with the cooperation of the 
Cape & Vineyard Electric Company, was $544.66 for 54 serv- 
ices. 


We have now come to the point where it is absolutely 
necessary to curtail the use of water to a reasonable amount, 
and the meter program which we have initiated is expected 
to accomplish this, as well as to distribute more fairly the 
costs of supplying water. 


There has been some new construction along the line of 
improved service to present takers and furnishing fire pro- 
tection. No extensions of mains have been made into new 
territory. 


The Woods Hole standpipe has been lined with Bitumas- 
tic enamel, a treatment which has proven highly satisfactory 
in many places. Although a more expensive process than 
paint, the enamel has a much longer life and will result in 
a saving by avoiding the expense and danger of being fre- 
quently out of service. 
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Four hydrants have been repaired because of being 
| broken off by cars as follows: No. 275, Falmouth Heights Cor- 
ner, No. 351, Grand Avenue North, No. 297, Walker Street, No. 
105, West Falmouth State Road. 


Extensions: 


The largest addition to the system during the year was 
the Chappaquoit extension, begun in 1933. This was a C. W. 
A. project and was completed and put into service in May. 
The Water Department has furnished all the materials and 
skilled help while the common labor was paid for by a C. W. 
A. appropriation. The very severe winter seriously handi- 
capped the work; the frost was from 3-4 feet deep and it 
finally became necessary to postpone the completion of the 
work until May. Due to the extreme weather conditions the 
road surface was damaged more than usual and the gradual 
thawing of frozen earth resulted in the trench settling. Later 
in the season this was repaired and surfaced where necessary 
with asphalt obtained from the Highway Department. The 
total cost of laying 6492 feet of 6” main and 6 hydrants was 
$12,866.87, of which $3,796.50 was supplied by the C. W. A. 
The cost per foot of this extension was slightly under $2.00 
including the road surface repairs which amounted to $845. 
In view of the difficulties encountered, this per-foot cost is 
considered very reasonable. 


This extension replaces an old 4” line to the Chappaquoit 
Associates property and a 3” line around the island. The 
latter was in very bad condition. The 4” line was not ade- 
quate to properly supply the island. 


| The next in importance was the Brick Kiln Road exten- 
| tion which consists of 3717 feet of 6” pipe with 5 hydrants. 
This was built at a total cost of $4,588.07 and was paid for 
entirely by the water department. This extension was laid 
| to replace an old 2” line which had filled up and was no 
longer serviceable. The laying of this 6” pipe accomplished 
two ends: First, to provide adequate service and fire protec- 
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tion, and second, to provide an additional loop connection 
between the Sandwich Road and the State Road which would 
be useful in case of an accident to the line on the State Road. 


Approximately 1700 feet of 6” pipe was laid on the south 
side of Gardiner Road, Woods Hole, parallelling the old 6” 
line which has deteriorated badly due to the action of the 
salt marsh through which it runs. This old pipe has broken 
several times and is thin and spongy. The new pipe is pro- 
tected with bitumastic enamel both inside and outside. 


600 feet of the existing 2” line on Glendon Road, Woods 
Hole, which had proved inadequate was replaced by a 6” line 
with a hydrant on the end of it located so as to protect all 
the existing buildings. 


In connection with the E. R. A. the 8” line on the Shore 
Road to North Falmouth was extended 700 feet to just be- 
yond the entrance to the Cliffs development, and a 6” line 
extended into the development for a distance of 2100 feet 
furnishing all-the-year service to several houses which had 
been paying full rates but only receiving summer service. 


Maintenance: 


The usual work of maintaining the system has been car- 
ried on by the regular crew. Routine work includes making 
new service connections, installing meters, making renewals 
of services, checking and testing hydrants and gates, pipe 
laying and repairing leaks. A considerable part of their 
time has been occupied with pipe laying this year. They have 
also in spare time, lined a considerable quantity of cast iron 
pipe with Bitumastic enamel. For the large extensions, we 
have purchased pipe already lined as we found this could be 
done at no greater expense than by doing it ourselves. It is 
not practicable to line any large quantity in advance of use 
and the force is so engaged on regular routine that it is not 
possible to line as fast as the pipe can be laid when a job 
starts. 
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As the whole maintenance crew is frequently out on 
jobs, it was found necessary, early in the year, to have a man 
on duty at the stockhouse to receive calls and act as store- 
keeper. The stock consists of a great number of parts and 
supplies and we are now able to Keep accurate account of 
the stock and to see that it is charged to the proper job. 


New Hydrants: 
There have been 17 new hydrants installed as follows: 


Brick Kiln Road Extension 5 
Chappaquoit extension 6 
Falmouth Cliffs extension 4 
Glendon Road extension 1 


State Road extension to Sacconnesset 
Hills 1 


8 hydrants have been moved back from the traveled way 
to protect them from damage by autos. Four of these were 
on the West Falmouth State Road, one on Shore Street, one 
on Vineyard Sound Lots, one at the corner of Nye Road and 
Main Street, and one on Queen Street. Four hydrants were 
broken off by automobiles during the year. All new hydrants 
and all renewals were of the self-closing type and have been 
equipped with auxiliary gates. All hydrants have been paint- 
ed, packed and thoroughly inspected, with such repairs as 
required. 


Standpipes: 


All standpipes have been painted and thoroughly cleaned 
during the month of May. Woods Hole standpipe was sand- 
blasted on the inside preparatory to coating with bitumastic 
enamel, the latter being applied hot about 1/8” thick. The 
outside of the tank was thoroughly wire-brushed and painted 
with one coat of graphite. 
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Services: 


The number of new services installed was the smallest 
for several years, there being only 24. These were all laid 
with 34” copper. 


There were 132 renewals made, using copper to the prop- 
erty line in all cases. All services on the various new exten- 
sions have been transferred from the old to the new lines. 


Minor Extensions: 
These were principally for renewals as follows: 
Cross Street, Woods Hole—230 ft of 14%” copper. 
Agassiz Street, Woods Hole—324 ft. of 1144” copper. 
Swift Street, West Falmouth—422 ft. of 1144” copper. 
In connection with the Chappaquoit Extension, there 


were two branch lines laid—one of 1” copper for a distance 
of 358 ft. and another of 144” copper for a distance of 449 ft. 


A 4” blow-off was cut in on the 8” line on School Street, 
Woods Hole and a 12” gate was replaced on the line leading 
to the West Falmouth standpipe. 


There were no major breaks on the main lines during 
the year. Small leaks that developed on the Waquoit line 
were repaired without interrupting the service more than 30 
minutes. 


Meters: 


Following our decision to eventually meter all services, 
we adopted the policy of placing meters on all new services 
and on renewals. Meters have been placed on all of the 
larger estates and we intend to continue this work as rapid- 
ly as feasible. The cost of meters is not only for the meter 
itself but the labor and materials in making the necessary 
connections, as well as providing a pit where the house has 
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no cellar. Sometimes this involves extensive pipe changes 
as in the case of an estate with 6 or 7 separate services where 
it was necessary to re-group them so as to have only two 
meters. The cost of metering if undertaken at once can not 
be met out of current funds, and instead of attempting a 
complete metering in a short time, which would call for rais- 
ing a large sum of money, we believe it better to go only as 
far as the available surplus revenue will permit. 


The question of a fair and adequate rate is now being 
studied. This rate will be such that each taker will be as- 
sessed his proportionate share of the fixed cost of the plant, 
and at the same time pay in proportion to the size of the 
service and the quantity of water used. The rate must be 
such as to provide enough income for the fixed and current 
expenses, with sufficient margin for contingencies and a sur- 
plus to gradually complete the meter work. 


Pumping Station: 


There have been no major changes in the pumping plant 
during the year. Due to the 20% increase in water pumped 
for the year, and to a higher price for coal (34% more than 
in 1933), the pumping expenses increased appreciably. A 
full report of the operations will be found in the appended 
report of the Chief Engineer of the station. 


In December, the Department lost, by the death of Alex- 
ander P. Grundy, a faithful and efficient employee. Coming 
to the force in 1929, Mr. Grundy, who had long experience 
in the Fall River pumping station rendered valuable assist- 
ance as an assistant to the Chief Engineer of the pumping 
station for a period of 6 years during which demands on the 
station have been far in excess of those of any previous 
period. As a co-worker and a genial friend, he will be sorely 
missed. 


Water Treatment: 


Periodic analyses of the treated water have been contin- 
ued by Metcalf & Eddy who keep us informed of the condi- 
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tions and advise as to any alterations in the quantity of milk 
of lime to add. 


Quarterly analyses of both the pond water and the treat- 
ed water have been made by the State Board of Public Health. 
The attention of the water takers is again calléd to 
the reasons for applying milk of lime to the water. After 
many years of constantly increasing complaints from discol- 
ored and rusty water, a thorough investigation was made by 
Metcalf & Eddy, nationally known Engineers and Chemists 
with large experience in sanitary and hydraulic work. 


The cause of the discoloration was found to be due prim- 
arily to an excess of oxygen in the raw water of Long Pond. 
When this is combined with organic matters always present 
in pond waters, carbon dioxide is formed. This in turn reach- 
es the cast iron pipe wherever the lining has come off, or 
through minute holes in the lining, attacks the iron, form- 
ing a solution which mingles with the flowing water. Very 
small quantities of hydrated lime (milk of lime) are added 
to the pond water—approximately 10 parts per million, for 
the purpose of neutralizing the carbon dioxide and stopping 
the rust-forming process. This is the sole treatment of the 
water, no filtration or addition of any other chemical being 
needed as analyses of both Metcalf & Eddy and the State 
Board of Public Health show, the water being free from pol- 
luting bacteria or other ingredients necessary to remove. 


Effect of Long Pond Water on Brass Pipes: As the car- 
bonic dioxide acts on the cast iron pipe, so it also acts on 
other corrosive metals. It does not affect pure copper or lead, 
or what is known as red brass pipe which is 85% copper. 
Brass pipe is of many degrees of refinement—the lower and 
cheaper yellow brass (60% copper) usually contains many 
impurities such as slag and iron which are easily attacked in 
the same manner as iron. Some trouble has been experi- 
enced with “Brass pipe” failing in a few years. During the 
world war many new brass pipe manufacturers entered the 
market and much of the pipe sold since then has been of 
a distinctly inferior grade. None of the disintegrated brass 
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pipe that has been brought to our notice has been the red 
brass or even other grades of the best quality. 


The question has been thoroughly investigated by the 
leading brass pipe manufacturers one of whom says, “We 
have known for some time that water supplied in Falmouth 
was more corrosive than ordinary and for that reason have 
constantly recommended “Red Brass” pipe for general use.” 
Another, “The Water was, and is, corrosive and it is only 
within the last few years differences in brass pipe have been 
recognized. The Town can recommend that brass pipe be 
of the best quality. We recommend “Red Brass” pipe as the 
most suitable. This we have done since 1928.” They join 
Messrs. Metcalf & Eddy in stating that addition of lime has 
no injurious effect on brass pipe, and retards if anything, 
the action of Long Pond water on brass pipe. 


We recommend the use of red brass or copper pipe for all 
service connections and if iron pipe us used it should be best 
quality with heavy galvanizing. 


Records, Plans and Estimates: 


The record plans showing buildings supplied with water 
have proved an invaluable aid in the work of the maintenance 
department as the number and location of services can be 
quickly found. The sheets prepared to date have been revised 
as required by changes and additions. There remain several 
sheets in the village to be plotted. 


Measurements have been made showing the location of 
all pipe and fitting laid on extensions. It is planned to num- 
ber all stop-gates and card-index them as has been done for 
hydrants. 


Detailed estimates of the cost of proposed extensions 
have been made as required for articles in the Town War- 
rant, and plans and estimates required by the Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administration have been made for extensions 
partly financed by their funds. 
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Financial: 


The total net income for the year was $74,713.38, a net 
decrease of $4,761.94 since 1933, due principally to the 10% 
discount allowed on bills paid by October 1. Revenue from 
metered services (commercial) showed a slight increase. 
Total commitments amounted to $86,153.09 but the 10% dis- 
count reduced this by $5,923.23 and vacancy abatements by 
$2,059.50. 


Some confusion has occasionally risen in the minds of 
the public in regard to the financial operations of the de- 
partment and it therefore seems appropriate at this time to 
make the following statement. In years when the extensions 
were put in by vote of the Town more rapidly than could be 
paid for out of surplus income, bonds were issued, and to 
meet a sudden increase in the amount maturing in the first 
few years it was necessary to raise by taxation as prescribed 
in the special act creating the Board, a sufficient amount 
to meet the bonds. This is not a part of the running ex- 
penses of the plant although the interest on it is. The Water 
Dept. has always paid all the interest out of income and since 
1928 it has in addition, retired all of its bonds. 


Each year the department after paying all of its oper- 
ating expenses, reinvests part of the surplus in plant addi- 
tions. If for any reason all of the surplus is not required in 
one year, it is carried ahead as in 1932-3, and thus made 
available for such additions as the Chappaquoit Extension. 
The existence of this surplus made it possible to take ad- 
vantage of the contribution by the C. W. A. and thus add a 
$13,000 extension to our system for about $9,000. 


The expenditures of the Department are always kept 
within its earnings. Whenever the surplus income is more 
than enough to pay the operating and fixed charges and pro- 
vide a reasonable amount for extensions and additions, a 
further reduction in rates will be made as during this year 
by the allowance of a 10% discount. 
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In order to collect accounts overdue one year, it has been 
necessary to place liens on the property within the legal time 
limit. This has not been done with the idea of forcing pay- 
ment where it would work an undue hardship but princi- 
pally to secure the Town in the ultimate settlement of the 
bill. Several pieces of property have been taken over by the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation which settled the water bills 
which were legally outstanding. If liens had not been placed 
within the time limit allowed by law, these would not have 
been collected. 


The amount of maturing water bonds, $19,500, was con- 
siderable less than in 1934, which made it possible to apply 
money ordinarily used for this purpose, to new extensions. 
There was nothing appropriated by the town for extensions 
during the year. Money provided by the Federal C. W. A. and 
E. R. A. paid for the common labor on two of the extensions 
namely: Chappaquoit and the Cliffs Extensions. The amount 
was something less than 1/3 of the total cost in both in- 
stances. The balance sheet shows an increase in the total 
assets of $24,032.04 and of $45,003.08 in the town’s equity. It 
will be noted that in the balances there is an amount shown 
for annual rates paid in advance. This corresponds with 
what was given in last year’s report as ‘unearned income.” 
It represents actual cash received, but due to the fact that 
water rates are payable in advance, it is not included as part 
of the Town’s equity at this time. 


It is the aim of the department to have its business con- 
ducted as nearly as possible like that of a private company 
in efficiency and its accounting methods. There is undoubt- 
edly a valuable service rendered by a water company or a 
water department to the town as a whole, in providing 
hydrants and fire protection. There is also a water service 
rendered to public buildings the same as domestic takers, 
and the majority opinion of experts and town officials who 
have studied this matter, is in favor of making charges for 
these services. In this connection we quote a letter from Mr. 
Charles W. Sherman who is the rate expert for Metcalf & 
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Eddy, Engineers: “It seems to me that the cost of water for 
schools and other public buildings should be considered as a 
proper charge against the appropriations for the depart- 
ments involved and not something which should be support- 
ed out of water rates collected from private customers.” And 
again, in discussing a possible meter rate for the town he 
says, “There is a great deal to be said for assessing a reason- 
able sum as fire protection service or hydrant rental to be 
met from the general tax levy and transferred to the Water 
Department. In this way, owners of summer property who 
use water only for a limited period of the year but whose fire 
protection is of quite as much value to them during the re- 
mainder of the year as during the time they spend in the 
town, will be charged at least a part of the cost of the fire 
protection, and it seems probable that a reasonable schedule 
for metered water can be worked out more satisfactorily if 
none or but a small part of the actual cost of fire protection 
has to be covered in the water rates.” 


These views are also expressed in a statement made by 
Theodore N. Waddell, Director of Accounts, who says, “Muni- 
cipal water supply is a recognized public service enterprise 
and should be conducted on such a basis..... In all cases 
water commissioners should be subject to Rules and Regula- 
tions fixed by the voters. Rates should be charged to every 
water taker and should include hydrant service and service 
in public buildings. The revenue received should be appro- 
priated by the municipality for the maintenance and oper- 
ation of the plant and for interest and debt charges..... 
No portion of revenue should be used to reduce taxation be- 
yond the amount contributed by taxation to maintain and 
operate the plant, to pay interest and debt charges on ac- 
count of the plant, or to offset the amount the municipality 
might receive as taxes if the plant were privately owned.” 


Financial Statements: 

Financial statements included in this report are in ad- 
dition to those of the Town Accountant and are intended to 
show the financial set-up of the department as a public 
service enterprise. Income, or profit and loss account shows 
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the receipts and actual expenses for maintaining and oper- 
ating the plant during the calendar year 1934. The amount 
$17,831.36 shown as “balance of income” represents the bal- 
ance after deducting the actual necessary expenses of just 
running the plant. There is of course, other work done by 
our force which consists of laying Services, minor extensions, 
etc.; but as these are in the nature of plant additions and 
add to the value of the plant, they are not charged off as 
“Expense”. As our fiscal year really runs from July 1 to J uly 
1, it is necessary, in order to get a fair report on the rela- 
tion between the annual income and outgo, to consider the 
receipts and expenditures in that interval. However, the 
Town’s finances are based on the calendar year and we must 
therefor make our report on that basis. All of these plant 
additions, as well as new construction, are paid for out of 
annual revenue and what is classed as “water surplus” even 
though it has to be used for the operating costs of the plant 
up to the first of the next July. The difference in revenue 
between 1933 and 1934 has been previously noted. Accounts 
receivable is $2,393.69 larger than last year in spite of the 
fact that the 10% discount allowed before the first of Octo- 
ber was expected to materially reduce the outstanding ac- 
counts. 

Recommendations: 

We urgently recommend the laying of a new main on 
Walker Street at least as far as the Beebe property. The exist- 
ing line, which is 36 years old, is small and partially filled up 
So as to reduce the normal flow even in the small pipe now in 
service. The district supplied by this main is building up so 
as to require greater fire protection. 

Following the financial statements is the report of the 
Chief Engineer of the Pumping Station, a table of water 
pumped, a comparative financial table, graphical charts and 
a summary of statistics.

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ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report for the year 1934. 


A considerable increase will be noted in the amount of 
water pumped the past year. This was partly due to the ex- 
treme cold weather of the winter months when a large 
amount of water was run to waste to prevent freezing. 


This was followed by a very dry summer when all records 
for pumping were broken. In spite of the heavy draft at 
Woods Hole, the level of water in the standpipe there was 
kept well up, this being made possible by the new line around 
Oyster Pond road. 


The water in Long Pond is 35% inches lower than at this 
time last year. 


Engine Reom 


The Worthington or main unit has been in operation 
every day of the year with the exception of one when the 
water end was painted. All suction and discharge valves are 
to be renewed during the winter along with the regular over- 
hauling. The longest continuous run made with this pump 
was from July 1st to the 28th. 


The average number of gallons of water per pound of 
coal for the year was 406.3. 


Several times during the dry spell when the peak load 
was on between 7 and 9 P. M., an output of 2,780 gallons per 
minute was recorded on the Venturi meters which is a 4,- 
000,000 gallon daily rate. 


The Sterling gas engines were run a total of 24614 hrs. 
during July and August with an average of 4200 gals. of water 
per gallon of gas. 
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Boiler Room 


The boilers and appliances are in good condition. The 
sidewalk and arches on the boiler have been renewed the past 
year and are now in good shape. The small Worthington 
feed pump has had new lining put in the water end and gen- 
erally overhauled. The safety valve on No. 2 boiler has also 
been reground and set and the iron-return valve repaired. 


Living Rooms 


No repairs have been made to this part of the plant the 
past year.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Taxpayers of the Town of Falmouth: 


The School Committee beg to submit the following re- 
port for the year 1934. 


There have been twelve regular and five special meetings 
during the year and with very few exceptions, the full board 
have been in attendance each time. 


At the annual town meeting the Waquoit School, the 
North Falmouth School, and the Old Village School were 
turned over to the town as they are no longer needed by this 
Department. Full time music has been restored to the 
schools and we hope that drawing may again have its place. 
At present there is no opportunity for pupils in the Junior 
and Senior High Schools to make up work after school hours 
because we have not the transportation facilities to run a 
late bus. 


The Americanization classes are being continued through- 
out the winter at the Teaticket School. Under the supervi- 
sion of the Superintendent, adult evening classes have been 
formed in what is popularly known as the Community Col- 
lege, and the enrollment has reached over 250. There are 
nineteen different subjects being taught under the direction 
of public spirited citizens who have volunteered their serv- 
ices. These classes are held in the Junior High and High 
School buildings. 


The School Committee wish to pay tribute to Mrs. Elsie 
M. Smith, one of our most valued and faithful teachers who 
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passed away during the year. Her personality and influence 
for good in our schools was appreciated by all who knew her. 


May we call special attention of the taxpayers to the re- 
port of Detailed Credits included in this report. Although 
the enrollment is the largest there has ever been, the appro- 
priation this year was the smallest since 1926. The Town ap- 
propriated a sum of $129,267.50 at the annual town meeting. 
There has been returned to the Town Treasurer credits 
amounting to $18,059.56, of which only $1,219.10 may be used 
by the School Department. This makes a total net cost to 
the town of $112,426.97, or $77.11 per pupil. 


We invite your co-operation and urge you to become bet- 
ter acquainted with our schools by making personal visits.

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Report of the Public Welfare Department 
for the Year 1934 


The cost of public welfare has increased during 1934. 
This has been due to the fact that many State and County 
projects have stopped. During 1933 with C. W. A., State and 
County projects about 350 men were working. At present 
only E. R. A. projects are in force giving employment to about 
150. 


With E. R. A. and Public Welfare we are taking care of 
about 2,000 men, women and children. This is about one- 
third of the population of Falmouth that directly or indi- 
rectly are receiving aid. Many families that have lived in 
Falmouth for years have used all their savings and now ap- 
ply for help. We are also called upon to care for families 
who live in other cities and towns who have a legal settle- 
ment here. 


The State returns to the Town of Falmouth are 90% of 
1/3 of the cost or 30 cents of each dollar spent. However, to 
date, the State has not paid for the last quarter of 1933 and 
for the year 1934 which amounts to nearly $15,000. During 
the year there has been charged to other cities and towns 
$10,000. 


The E. R. A. projects have been of great assistance as 
about $6,000.00 is allowed on projects each month. 


EET 
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During the past year a Town physician was appointed 
which has saved considerable cost in medical aid. 


The Welfare Department will go on property owned by 
individuals and furnish men and a suitable foremen to cut 
off dead wood to be distributed to the needy. 


The Welfare Board wishes to thank all citizens who have 
donated articles or otherwise helped out.

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Report of the Falmouth Free Public Library 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Another gain during the past year in the circulation of 
books indicates continuing increase in the usefulness of the 
Library to the people of the Town. 


During the coming year the Trustees expect, with the 


able assistance of the Librarian, to improve the service the 
Library is giving, especially in the following ways: 


1. 


The adoption of a modern book checking system 
which will make this work easier and quicker. 


Employment of an assistant librarian on at least part 
time throughout the year, instead of during the sum- 
mer only. The State Library authorities advise an as- 
sistant for every 20,000 circulation. Our circulation 
has been over 30,000 for five years, and in 1934 rose 
to 38,776. 


Equipment and use of the east wing, (formerly used 
by the Historical Society) as a reading and reference 
room for young people and children. This should 
prove an excellent forward step in the service the 
Library is rendering. 
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4. The purchase of as many new books as available funds 
will permit, particularly in the field of non-fiction, 
where certain sections are not complete or up to date, 
and need new material. 


This leads to the subject of Town appropriations. In 1931 
the Town appropriation was $4800, and the circulation was 
30,736. In 1934 the appropriation had been reduced by two 
drastic cuts, as a part of the economy move, to $3972, a drop 
of some 16%, while the circulation had risen about 26% to 
38,776. This means a reduction of 3712% in operating costs 
per thousand of circulation, from $160 down to $100. 


With the actual costs for salaries of librarian and janitor 
at an absolute minimum of fairness, and other normal oper- 
ating costs pretty well fixed, such a reduction in appropri- 
ations has compelled the sacrifice of proper progress in ample 
up-to-date new books. While the Trustees have endeavored 
to co-operate in the popular movement for continued strict 
economy by not seeking much larger appropriations for 1935, 
we must point out that continued cut appropriations are 
poor economy for the Town’s Public Library, which can and 
should be a leading agency for self-education and the im- 
provement of increased leisure time, in times of depression 
especially. 


An additional noteworthy service rendered by the Li- 
brarian this year has been the preparation of weekly Library 
Notes for publication in the Falmouth Enterprise. These 
timely items have been instructive and useful. The Trustees 
are grateful to the Enterprise for its co-operation and com- 
munity service in publishing these Notes regularly. 


The Trustees gratefully acknowledge gifts from the Fal- 
mouth Book Club and other friends during the year, as well 
as certain memorabilia of Joseph Jefferson Holland donated 
by Dr. Henry McManus. 
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The condition of the Library building is reasonably satis- 
factory. Certain replacements in plumbing and in flashing 
on the roof are needed and will be attended to. The floors 
throughout the Library will require extensive treatment in 
the near future.

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Report of Municipal Electric Light Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


The Municipal Electric Light Committee submits the fol- 
lowing report for 1934. 


Your committee has held meetings frequently during the 
past year, and has continued its investigation of the desira- 
bility and estimated cost of a municipal electric light system. 
It has engaged the services of Metcalf and Eddy, engineers, 
to make a complete survey, and detailed valuation of the 
property and equipment of the Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company located in Falmouth, and to submit a report of the 
cost of a municipal system, and of the price at which elec- 
tricity can be sold to consumers by such a system. 


The engineers have completed their survey, but have not 
yet completed their report. However, your committee, in con- 
sultation with the engineers, has had an opportunity to ex- 
amine the data in its incomplete form, and feels justified in 
recommending that the Town pass the second vote required 
by the Statutes to acquire a municipal electric system. 


Your committee further recommends that it be contin- 
ued in office for the purpose of carrying on such negotiations 
and activities in connection with the acquisition and/or erec- 
ton of a municipal lighting system as shall be necessary, and 
for the purpose of making further investigation, particularly 
with respect to the possibility of securing funds from the Fed- 
eral government to cover part of the cost of the proposed 
municipal system.

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Report of Park Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Park Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1934. 


This year another park has been added to the number 
of parks already owned by the town of Falmouth. The name 
of this park is North Falmouth Park and is situated at the 
fork of roads near the town of Bourne line. This park was 
graded under the direction of the Outlook Club. 


A section of the sea wall at Falmouth Heights has been 
rebuilt; the State cooperated with the Park Dept. in paying 
half the cost. 


The parking space at the Falmouth Bathing Casino was 
made larger, therefore we were able to eliminate the services 
of a traffic officer. 


The revenue from the Bathing Casino was very satis- 
factory, with a substantial increase from the previous year. 


A tennis court has been completed at the Woods Hole 
Park and was enjoyed by a great number of people this past 
summer. 


There is an article in the warrant for an appropriation 
of money to improve the baseball diamond at Woods Hole 
Park. The Park Commissioners recommend this work and ask 
cooperation of the voters. 
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A Bathing Pavilion was built at Old Silver Beach this 
year with E. R. A. funds. This proved to be a successful busi- 
ness proposition and improved the standard of the people 
that patronized the beach 75%. The revenue was over $1,000.00 
more than cost of maintenance. 


We are asking to have the parking space hardened this 
year, which will eliminate the dust nuisance that annoys the 
adjoining property owners and will stop our continual upkeep 
expense. : 


We are asking the town to help build a sea wall at Old 
Silver Beach. We have been assured help from the State, and 
it is very necessary that this work should be done to protect 
the beach. 


The land has been graded for two tennis courts at F. A. 
Nye Park with E. R. A. labor. There is an article in the war- 
rant to grade land in F. A. Nye Park for a ball diamond. The 
Park Commissioners approve this article and hope the work 
is carried on. 


No serious accidents have occurred in the Park Depart- 
ment this year and all parks are in good condition at the 


present.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 

(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 

(b) A list of the appropriations for the past year and 
those recommended for the coming year. 

(c) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 

(d) Reports of all special committees made at any meet- 
ings held during the year, together with any other action taken 
at said meetings, including committee appointments and resol- 
utions passed. 
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(e) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the _ selectmen 
to investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through 
their hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and 
correctness before endorsing the order for their payment by 
the town treasurer. All such orders shall have itemized ac- 
counts attached, showing in detail the names of persons to 
whom payable and the purpose for which such order is drawn 
on the town treasurer. 

Section 2. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not ;and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 

Section 3. The selectmen shall present to the town 
at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing 
to serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of 
lumber, fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field 
drivers. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 
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Section 5. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 

(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 

(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 

(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and ameunt 
of land damages in each instance. ai 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners, on or before the 7th 
day of December of each year, shall make a detailed report to 
the selectmen together with their recommendations. 

Section 2. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Treasurer. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that 
all boards, committees and officers, on or before the 5th and 
20th day of each month (unless otherwise fixed by statute) 
pay to the town treasurer all amounts exceeding ten dollars 
($10.00) collected by them previous to that date, to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


ARTICLE VI. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 
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ARTICLE VII. Transportation‘ 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the dutjes of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay for transportation 
on the following basis: If the point to which he goes can be 
reached reasonably directly by railroad, he shall be allowed 
the amount of the railroad fare to and from that point; if the 
point is not easily accessible by railroad, he shall be allowed 
pay for transportation at the rate of ten (10) cents per mile 
to and from the point in question. 


Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 

Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VIII. General. 


Section 1. No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, 
authorized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of 
the town for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise 
furnished to the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either 
directly or indirectly for himself or for any other person, re- 
ceive any commission, discounts, bonus, present or reward 
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from the persons making such sale, loan, contract or agree- 
ment for furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or committee 
of the town in his individual capacity shall contract or have 
any interest in a contract with the town; except in the case of 
publicly advertised competitive contracts. 

Section 2. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 3. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on or before the 30th day of December in 
each year settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys due on their accounts. 


Section 4. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 5. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. * 


Section 6. Any persons indebted to the town for 
poll taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 

Section 7. The cost of all surety. bonds required 
of any town officials, members of boards or committees shall 
be paid by the town. 

Section 8. On all town work, for the perform- 
ance of which competitive bids are received, the award of the 
contract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 

Section 9. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the legal by-laws of the Town 
of Falmouth, duly approved and in full force and effect, (ex- 
cept the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate book- 
let). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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| (Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 
| 1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
| 10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town, shall travel faster than 15 miles per 
hour. 

Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 


Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
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scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 

(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


QUORUM BY-LAW. 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to the election of town officers. 


(Approved by Attorney General May 18, 1923). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
Selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at. 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
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to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 

Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 

Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 


BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walis are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 

(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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stopped to prevent the passage of air. 

(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 

Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 


BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 
Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 
Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
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lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

- (a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAWS AS TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided, 
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however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a titizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
of 1916. 


Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and residence 
in like manner with such board or officer. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 


Sect. 5. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedler as described in Section three, shall provide himself 
with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. 
Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without 
authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in Sec- 
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tion 10 of this by-law. (Any other board or officer may be 
designated in place of the Board of Health.) 

Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 

Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 

Sect. 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Sect. 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 

Sect. 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Sect. 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 

Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931. 
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BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934)
